corrosives.  Yet  my  records  fairly  bristle 
With  instances  of  death,  thef  result  of 
Cheap  rat  and  other  vermin: destroyers 
aetf-admunatored.  These  preparations 
can  be  purchased  by  anybodyfat  grocery 
ores  or  drugstores,  without  question. 
This  reminds  me  that  the  general  in¬ 
troduction  of\  “soap  lewder”;, in  various 
forms  has  at  most  caused  a  relation  of  a 
familiar  inquest;  that  of  tfiflf  death  of 
wnall  children  from  drinking  concen¬ 
trated  lye.
